)ccn somo time since (my last letter to 
your columns; 'feufpcrltaps" another 
ono, oven at this late date, from Utal^ 
will not bo unwelcome. 


A new political party has been or- 


ganized recently in this Territory, con- 
sisting of apostate and disaffected Mor- 
mons and the. Gontilc element, with the 
avowed purposej>£ breaking the, back; 
bone .pf: the. Mormon tpowe'riitttNu.'. 
The Sutt .v'la.ke1 Da'ily Tribune Is the1 


able and notable champion, .of this now 
party, known here as the Liberals, and 
the fight is with naked swords.and bay- 
onet charge. If the political powiir, so 
long held by Mormon .priests, can be 
wrested from them, this territory would 
ipecdily advance to «n equality with 
its mates in tho Union. But. con- 
trolled in tho interest of corrupt 'and 
sensual church priests, .it is a hundred 
years behind tho age. ' 


There is not a single free school in 


Utah ! It is tho only territory in tho 
United States without some provision 
for the froo education of its children j 
and it has, at the same time, more chil- 
dren, in proportion to it's adult 'popula- 
tion, tbiin any other,—a not very cnvi- 
ablo distinction, ono would imagine. 
Coupled with this lack of education 
and tit, companion of ignorance, is its 
twin relic, polygamy—tho basest crime 
aver hoisted upon Iho faith and n> 
ligious credulity of women. And this 
crime against woman is not a thing of 
tho past. There ace actually now go- 
iug on more polygamiu marriages than 
in any previous year here. From my 
residence in Salt Lako City, upon the 
"bench,"' overlooking a great, part of 
the city, including the Mormon Taber- 
nacle and Endowment House, I saw 
issuing from the latter, one day, a 
young man accompanied by three girls. 
Upon making inquiry I found that this 
bravo young man had just been umnic.d 
toillio three young women! The Same 
coremony '(and marriage, Ico)>nja'd6liiui 
tho husband of three wives at one liuk; 
and what is more, I found that of fh'dse 
three newly wedded wives of the same 
man,-two were own, sisters. 
But this 


is iiy uncommon circumstance., ^Brig- 
ham Young himself lias two 'daughters 
married to n man by the name of Cluw- 
son, and two of his own wives are sis- 
ters. 


.RJayor Wells, who has for many 


years boon mayor of Salt Lake City, is 
married to three sets of sisters, and of 
these, two seta live in one house. 


I wus at tho Salt Lake Theatre one 


night to hear Victoria C. Woodhull 
lecture,—I blush to own tho fact, 
when I saw tho'strangcst sight imag- 
inable. Curiosity and the fame of the 
lecturcss had drawn out the best part 
of tho city. There wore present in the 
boxes, Gov. Woods and wife, Gobi 
Morrow and his suite of officers from 
Camp Douglas, besides nearly .all the 
prominent .Gentile residents"of Salt 
Lake. There wore also present, Brig^- 
ham Young and his favorite wife, 
Amelia, and,many of tho apostles arid 
I5ishops(of the Mormgn Church with 
thoir numerous wives. . It was a curK 
ous audience ; judge for yourself how 
strange it must have seemed to tho 
Woodhull to face them and pour forth 
her medleys of viloness and sensuality. 


The recent Poland Bill has helped us 


some in tho better execution of tho 
laws, but soino of tho provisions in it 
were cut out'by the hand of tho scoun- 
drel Sargent as it passed the Senate — 
Scoundrel Sargent ought to bo hissed 
by every woman in the country as a 
coward, and a liar, and a man who has 
helped to- kocp^romon enslaved in Utah. 
Lot-every honest newspaper give him a 
kiok and if possible send him into a 
quick oblivion.
